Communism Attacked 
By Name In Address 
Pope Gives Germans 


CASTEL GANDOLFO, Italy, Sept. 


.6—(IP)—-The Pope 
publicly de- 


nounced communism by name yes- 
terday for the first time in his 10- 
year reign as head of the Roman 
Catholic Church. 


Previously His Holiness always 


has used such phrases as "mater- 
ialism," "totalitarianism" and "ene- 
mies of the church" in referring to 
communism, 


The Pope's speech, delivered In 
German by radio to half'a million 
German Catholics gathered for a 
church conference, was the 
first 
papal explanation of the Vatican 
decree excommunicating Commun- 
ists. 
• 


He emphasized that the decree 
had nothing ,to do with any dlffferr 
ences betwen rich and poor, but 
was promulgated to save both from 
"atheistic Communism." 
"It concerns the conservation and 
purity of religion and the Christian 
faith, the liberty of thel- action 
Md, with taw* UM v*U-b«ln« and 


dignity and the rights of liberty of 
workers," he said, 


Observers 
viewed the 
Pope's 


frank attack as the beginning of a 
new and more vigorous campaign 
against Communism. 
That he chose to address Ger- 
many, torn between East and West, 
was conslderedd highly significant. 
He sought to bolster religion among 
workers and organize them into an 
effective force against Bolshevism, 
The Church has now entered the 


struggle on a more decisive and 
common level than ever 
before, 
observers believe. 
Pope Plus 
also 
addressed the 


faithful in Switzerland and Italy. 
He told a conference of Swiss 


Catholics, gathered for their first 
meeting In 15 years, that "a most 
Insidious danger threatens to dry 
up the springs of faith In God and 
his commandments.", 


This danger, he said in his radio 
address to the conference at Lu- 
zerne, is "materialism".which seeks 
to destroy the freedom to ««rv« too 
God, 


Bermuda Menaced 
By Hurricane Of 
120-Mile Winds 


Miami, Fla., Sept. 6-W)— The 
honeymoon isles of Bermuda, 800 
miles off the South Carolina coast, 
were alerted today for an Atlantic 
hulrrlcano oontalnlng winds 
of 
about 120 miles an hour. 


Grady Norton, chief storm fore- 
caster in the Miami weather bu- 
reau,! said the large and 
severe 
hurricane which spun overnight 
about 800 miles east of Miami "Is 
apparently 
turning to a north- 
northeasterly direction." 
It 
Is 
drifting at the slow pace of six to 
eight miles an hour. 


The center at U a. m. (EST) 


was about 450 miles south-south- 
west of Bermuda. 
Norton, in an advisory at 
that 
tlmo, said "Bermuda should pre- 
pare for possible hurricane winds 
and stand by." 
Ships were warned to avoid the 


storm. 
The hurricane Increased In size 
and 
Intensity during the night. 
Winds of hurricane force cover a 
100-mile diameter, and gales ex- 
tend 155 miles to the 
east 
and 
north and 100 miles to the west of 
the center. 
Norton, observing that hurricanes 
are full of tricks, 
said a close 
watch was beln* kept on the storm 
for possible erratic movement. 
A Navy hurricane hunter in the 
storm reported "very heavy going" 
as It battled toward the eye, with 
winds above 100. knots (HO miles 
an hour) encountered about one- 
third of the way Into the storm, 
As this fourth storm of the seas- 
on grew, a squall area In the Gulf 
of Mexico moved inland and today 
was.over Mississippi .and northern 
Alabama with no further heavj 
weather ov«r gulf waters.

Charity may 
begin at 


home, but economy begins 
elsewhere. Such is the infer- 
ence, to be gained from the 
anguished cries which were 
heard in the halls of Con- 
gress after Secretary of De- 
fense Louis Johnson reveal- 
ed his plan to lop half a bil- 
lion dollars off annual de- 
fense expenditures. Protests 
came from representatives 
of several districts where 
some of the half billion will 
not be spent. 


The announcement must 


have been an unpleasant 
shock to lawmakers of the, 
sort who can talk for months 
about economizing in gov- 
ernment without doing any- 
thing to hurt anybody's pat- 
ronage or g r a v y train. 
When the economy axe is 
really ready to be swung, 
these lawmakers want it 
swung in someone else's dis- 
trist, not in theirs. 


If economy is to be achiev- 


ed in government, it can be 
done only by just such en- 
ergetic action, and by ignor- 
ing the cries of those who 
fancy themselves to be hurt;

FACT-FINDERS 


Do government fact-find- 


ing boards in labor disputes 
really find facts? This ques- 
tion has disturbed one or the 
other party of a considerable 
proportion of the disputes in 
which boards 
have 
func- 


tioned. The steel dispute is 
an extreme example, in that 
the steel industry manage- 
ment from 
the beginning 


was opposed to the 
Presi- 


dent's scheme' for a fact- 
finding by-pass of the Taft- 
Hartley Law and Has been 
openly skeptical of the im- 
partiality of the board since 
the day of its appointment. 
But others in the past, rep- 
resenting both management 
and labor, have been dissat- 
isfied with, the thoroughness 
of 
investigation 
and 
the 


quality of judgment exercis- 
ed by these boards. 


Criticism of the fact-find- 


ing board system probably 
stems fundamentally from 
resentment 
of 
settlement 


terms imposed by an outsid- 
er. It is that resentment 
which was expressed by Ben 
Moreell, president of the 
Jones and Laughlin Steel 
Company, when he called 
the institution of fact-find- 
ng boards a step toward gov- 
ernment control of the econ- 
omy. 
He points out truly 


that if the findings of such 
boards are to have 
real 


value sooner or later the ne- 
cessity of enforcing them 
will arise. 


These criticisms and fears 


do not necessarily argue that 
the fact-finding system of 
arbitration is faulty in itself. 
It may only need different 
sponsorship. The w h o l e 
thing might appear in a new 
light if it could be placed 
under some authority which 
would be trusted completely 
by both management and la 
bor, which would be free 
from taint of political or oth- 
er special interest or the pos- 
sibility of corruption.

there such an authority in 
the land?

Federal judges should be 


more evenly divided be- 
tween the two parties, say 
Senators H. Alexander Smith 
and Robert C. Hendrickson 
of New Jersey. They regret 
that only one of the nine Su- 
preme Court justices, Harold 
H. Burton, is a Republican, 
and only 65 out of 288 fed- 
eral judges are Republicans. 


As a rule, only politicians 


keep track of the party affi- 
liation of judges. In the early 
twenties Democratic repre- 
sentation on the Supreme, 
Court dropped to two, Jamed 
C. McReynolds and Louis D. 
Brandies. President Harding 
therefore filled a vacancy 
with the appointment of a 
Democrat, Pierce Butler of 
Minnesota, BO that one party 
should not monopolize the 
nation's highest court. It is 
not on record that he. or'his 
Republican successors, Cool- 
idge and Hoover, appointed 
Democrats to the 
lower 


courts. 


The choice of Butler is a

order to increase efficiency and 
keep a more permanent set of 
records of inmates and prison op- 
erations.

Used For Cotton Picking Explained 
I)u« to the acute shortage of 
otton pickers needed to harvest 
he bumper 1049 cotton crip, and 
ecauso of contusing publicity glv. 
n tho ni;reoment reached between 
he United States and Mexico re- 
?nrdlng the use of Mexican na- 
lonals for cotton harvesting, sev- 
eral Navarro county farmers have 
made useless trips to the border 
n nn attempt to' obtain Mexican 
nbor. 


These arc the conclusions of W. 
. Reedy, director of the local 
Texas employment 
Commission 
office. 


To provide a few points of In- 


'ovmntlon for those who might 
>o Interested In contracting 
for, 


Mexican national labor, the local 
TFC office has selected a few of 
he most important Items In the 
ntornatlonnl agreement which tho 
ocal farmers should consider be- 
fore gains; to any expense In 
aeeUIng to hire such workers. The 
main points are: ' 
1. 
The farmer or contractor 
must first obtain a certification 
'rom the 
nearest office 
of the 
Texas Employment Commission 
that MR need for. harvest hands 
cannot be filled from the local 
ftbor force. To do this, he should 
>lace an order with the local of- 
fice for the number and type of 
workers needed, and the condi- 
tions under which he proposes to 
Jise them. 
For example, wages 


jffcred, hours of work per day, 
wh«ther or not transportation will 
be provided; whether or not ade- 
quate houslnp Is available for thone 
workers who would move out to 
ilg fnrm, and the approximate 
ength of employment. 
2. If the local TEC office Is un- 
ible to supply the needs from all 
Known sources of local .or migrant 
American citizens, than a certifi- 
cation will be made by that office 
to the United States Immigration 
department that such-Is the case. 
Through various channels this In- 
formation gets to the Mexican 
nrovernment In Mexico City and 
the proper officials In Washing- 
ton. D. C., thence on to the Mexi- 
can consular officer In certain 
designated points near the border, 
A bond- has to be made with the 
U. S. Immigration division to guar- 
antee the return of tho Mexican 
nationals at the expiration of the 
contract and a contract has to be 
algncd by the contractor and tho 
appropriate Mexican consular of- 
flcnr and the worker to be hired. 
8. The wages stipulated cannot 
be lower than that paid to domes- 
tic, or local labor. 
The farmer 
signs the contract on the basis of 
so much per 100 pounds. For ex- 
ample, say *2 per cwt, The con- 
tract also Includes "PREVAIL- 
ING." This means that If the go- 
ing rate should be Increased gen- 
erally In the county or communi- 
ty to say, $2.50 per cwt.. then he 
must adjust the wages according- 
ly. Should the "going rnte" drop 
generally to $1.75, tho understand- 
ing Is that he may adjust his rate 
downward. This feature, however, 
seems unlikely at this time. 
4. The farmer must be ablo to 
make a rash bond with the Immi- 
gration department In the amount 
of $15 per head for the first 499 
•workers contracted for, $10 per 
head for BOO up to 899, . and $5 
per head for 1,000 and up. This 
bond Is to guarantee, the return of 
the worker to .tho-Immlfjratlon of- 
ficials at tho expiration of the 
contract. Twenty-five dollars per 
head will be forfeited by the con- 
tractor for each .head he falls to 


return to the Immigration dlvis- 
on.The farmer must take out work- 
men's compensation to Insure tho 
vorker against occupational In- 
lury or disease. It Is understood 
:hat this insurance con be bought 
Jirough the Texas Farm Bureau, 
Waco, for a rate of $1 per 100 dol- 
arg wages paid the workers dur- 
ng the contract. 
(Insurance on 


iS.OOO wages paid to 50 'workers 
during tho life of the contract 
would cost the farmer $50.) 
5. 
The farmer must provide 
transportation from the' contract 
center and return In a vehicle cov- 
ered by liability Insurance. This 
s to protect the worker against 
njury or death caused by an acci- 
dent, or wreck, etc. The vehicle 
must contain seats for the work- 
ers to sit on while In transit; tho 
vehicle must have a cover to pre- 
set them from the weather. Tho 
workers cannot be in travel stat- 
is more than 12 hours in one day; 
LO minute rest periods must be al- 
lowed for each two hours of trav- 
el, and 80 minutes lunch periods 
jnust be allowed. 
The departure time cannot be 


before 4 a. m., nor after 
8 P- m. 
The exact route of the trip must 
be planned and given to proper 
authorities before departure. 


6. If overnight stops are neces- 
sary, adequate provisions for their 
feeding and core must be provid- 
ed. The seating capacity of the 
vehicle will be regulated, and over- 
crowding to the detriment of tho 
worker In transit will not be al- 
lowed. A statement from a com- 
petent garago indicating .that the 
vehicle Is In good operating con- 
dition will also be required.' 
7. 
Two passport photographs 
aro required for each worker for 
Identification purposes; .this must 
be done at the expense of the 
employer, or contractor, 
8. Supplies 
such as 
rubber 
stamps, ink pads, carbon paper, 
Indelible poncllm copy paper (3 
sheets pnr worker contracted), etc., 
must be provided by the contract- 
or. The responsibility of tho con- 
tractor following arrival of the 
workers on the Job will Include: 
A. 
Compliance with terms of 


the Individual work contract sign- 
ed by the contractor and the 
worker. 
B. Compliance with the terms 


of immigration and naturalization 
lervlce bond. 
C. Notify the employment ser- 


vice representative in event of: 
(1) Conditions which necessl 
tate contract termination. 
(This 
must bo one week In advance.) 
2.) 
Any 
difference 
between 


employer and worker which re- 
quire reconciliation. 
D. Arrange with Mexican con- 
sul and immigration and natural- 
ization service for repatriation of 
workers.

re-contraatlntf of workers. 
F. One member of the worker 


group will be designated by thn

Of Cotton Pays 
Large Dividends 


"I am thoroughly convinced that 


pre-square dusting of cotton to con- 
trol Insects pays great dividends," 
says Sullivan L. Campbell, Rice, 
Texas, a veteran of Navarro Coun- 
ty 
Vocational Training 
School. 


Kerens Class 1 directed by L. O; 
Wright, instructor. 


His crop Is in the Fortson bottom 


and was planted as early as could 
be in that community. He thinned 
his cotton early-and dusted the sec- 
ond time at soven day Intervals be- 
fore any blooms appeared. Through- 
out the year he kept a clone watch 
over the -field for advancement of 
Insects which never appeared in a 
damaging number. His crop put on 
bolls from early blooming until the 
stalks were loaded. Now he is har- 
vesting a crop of big fluffy white 
cotton with very few stung or de- 
formed locks or bolls. 


The early dusting pays in a num- 


ber of ways," says Campbell. "By 
putting on the dust while cotton is 
young there is lors foliage to give 
the Insects harboring from the in- 
aectlcides giving a better kill. There 
will be fewer damaged locks and 
bolls to stain the sample at selling 
time which cost the farmer many 
dollars In reduced price every year. 
One of the main things that I 
like most," says Campbell, "is It 
makes the crop very attractive to 
pickers at harvest time."

WASHINGTON, Sept. 
5—<ff)— 
This Is Labor Day, but how did It 
get here? 


It was started in this country In 


1882 by the Noble Order of 
the 
{nights of Labor, of which more 
n detail later. 


The Knights were the first huge 
abor organization In America and 
n 1882, 1883, and 1884 they parad- 
ed In New York City on the 
first 
Monday in September. 


In 1884 the Knights adopted a 


resolution that the first Monday In 
September every year should be 
set aside as Labor Day. 


Then began efforts to 'have 
It 
nade a holiday. Various other la- 
3or organizations joined in 
the 
Idea. 
The first state to pass a law rec- 


ognizing the day was Oregon. It 
did that on Feb. 21. 1887. This was 
followed by similar laws in New 
York, New Jersey and Colorado. 


And 
Congress made It a legal 
holiday in the United States by 
passing a law to that effect on 
June 28, 1894. Now all-states and 
territories observe the first Mon- 
day in September at Labor Day, a 
holiday. It Is also a Nationl holl- 
dy In Canada. 
In Europe May 1 Is celebrated as 
Labor Day. It had its start there 
In 1889 when the second Socialist 
International chose May 1 for In- 
ternational'labor observance every 
year. 


The Knights of Labor 
had a. 
strange history. It was founded In 
Philadelphia Dec. 9, 1869 by nine 
tailors. 
The purpose: To Include all work- 


ers, of all colors and races and 
both sexes, In a single big union. 


•And It took In the skilled 
and 


unskilled workers, unlike the craft 
unions' A craft union Is made up 
of workers skilled In one craft. 


(Everybody was welcome In the 
Knight of Labor—except saloon- 
keepers, 
professional 
gamblers 
lawyers and bankers—and it made 
no difference whether they 
had 
small businesses of their own). 
Although organized In 1869 
in 
Philadelphia. It didn't take nation- 
al form until 1878. 


The 
membership in that ysar 
numbered less than (50,000, but 1 
had Jumped to 700,000 by 1885. 
It won ppwer and followers by 
a successful railroad strike In 188< 
but later got into other strikes tha 
began to cut down its power an< 
membership. 


It was dead by the middle of the 
1890's.

Johnson wrote Thomas he was 
sorry but there was economy tc 
worry about and it cost about $13 
an hour to keep <a plane in the air 
on such a trip, and please wouli 
they just go by commercial plane 
He said no Air Force plane for the 
senators. 


Then he put hi the little remln 
dor about free enterprise: "... 
have felt that I could not justify 
placing the armed services in com 
petition with commercial carriers.' 
This must have been a shock to 


Thomas—the Airforce has always 
jumped when congressmen wantet 
to make "official" trips—for he sale 
later: "I know senators will not be 
pleased."
